ding  you  farewell  in  the  torm  of  a  public  service. 
But  the  ctislom  of  .soeiely  demands  it — probably 
your  wishe.s  call  tiir  ii — .ind  it  may  be  that  the

men  for  the  protection  of  our  properly;  and  even  in 
spile  of  this,  they  fn-ipienily  stole  our  blankets  and 
great-coats,  or  any  thing  else  they  could  lay  their  paws 
on.  A  poor  woman,  a  soldier's  wife,  had  vvy^shed  her 
blanket,  and  hung  it  out  lo  dry,  vvhi-n  some  of  these 
miscreants,  who  were  ever  on  the  watch,  stole  it,  and 
ran  otf  with  it  into  the  hills,  which  are  high  and  woody, 
'i'his  drew  upon  them  thi!  indignation  of  the  regiment 
and  we  foinied  a  strong  parly,  armed  with  slicks  and 
stones,  to  attack  them,  with  the  view  of  recovering  the 
property,  and  inflie'ing  sn(!li  cliasiisemenl  as  nii'dit  be  a 
warning  lo  them  for  the  riitiire.  I  was  on  the  advance 
with  aliotii  twenty  men,  and  I  made  a  detour  lo  cut  them 
oirfrom  caverns,  to  which  they  always  th-w  for  shelter. 
They  observed  my  movement,  and  iiiooedialely  detach¬ 
ed  about  fifty  to  guard  the  eniriince,  while  the  others 
ke|it  :hi!ir  post ;  and  we  could  disliticily  sue  them  col¬ 
lecting  large  stones  and  other  missiles.  One  tild  grey¬ 
headed  one,  in  particular,  who  often  paid  ns  a  visit  at 
the  barracks,  and  wlio  was  known  by  Ihe  mime  of  Fa- 
thir  Murphy,  was  .seen  di-lrihiiiing  hts  orders,  and  plan¬ 
ning  the  attack,  with  the  jiidgmeiit  ol  one  of  our  best 
generals.  Finding  that  my  design  was  defeated,  I  join¬ 
ed  the  coips  de  niitin,  and  rushed  on  to  the  attack,  when 
a  scream  from  Father  Murphy  was  a  signal  for  a  gene¬ 
ral  encounter,  and  the  host  of  baboons  under  bis  com- 
mniid  rolleil  down enornmiis  .stones  upon  ns, so  thatwe 
were  obliged  to  give  up  the  contest,  or  some  of  us  must 
inevitably  have  been  killed.  'I'liey  actnaily  followed  ns 
to  our  very  doors,  shouting,  in  indication  of  victory; 
and  during  the  whole  night,  we  heard  dreadful  yells  and 
screaming;  so  much  so.  that  we  expected  a  night  attack. 
In  the  morning,  however,  we  found  that  all  this  rioting 
had  been  created  by  disputes  about  the  division  of  the 
blanket;  fur  we  saw  eight  or  ten  of  tiiemwiih  piecesnf 
it  on  iheir  backs,  as  old  women  wear  Iheir  cloaks.— 
Amongst  the  number  strutted  Father  Murphy.  These 
rascals  atiiioyed  us  day  and  night,  and  we  dared  not  ven¬ 
ture  nut,  unless  a  parly  of  live. or  six  went  together. 

One  morning.  Father  Murphy  had  the  coiisiimroalc 
impudence  to  walk  straight  into  the  grenadier  barracks; 
and  be  was  in  the  very  act  of  purloining  a  sergeant’s 
regimental  coat,  when  a  corporal’s  guard  (which  bad 
been  relieved)  took  Ihe  liberty  of  stopping  the  gentle¬ 
man  at  the  door,  and  secured  him.  He  was  a  most  pow¬ 
erful  brute,  and,  I  ant  pctsn.ided,  too  niiich  for  any  sin¬ 
gle  man.  Notwithstanding  his  frequent  misdemeanors, 
we  did  not  like  to  kill  the  poor  creature  ;  so,  having 
first  taken  the  precaution  of  mnzzliiig  him,  we  determin¬ 
ed  on  shaving  hts  head  and  face,  and  then  turning  him 
loo.se.  To  this  ceremony,  strani'e  lo  say,  he  submitted 
very  quietly;  and  when  shaved,  he  was  really  an  exceed¬ 
ingly  good  looking  felinv.',  and  I  have  seen  many  a  ‘blood’ 
in  Bond  street  not  half  so  prepossessing  in  his  appear¬ 
ance.  We  then  started  him  up  the  bill, though  he  seem¬ 
ed  rather  reluctant  lo  leave  us.  Some  of  hi.s  companions 
came  down  to  meet  him;  but,  frotii  the  alteration  which 
shaving  his  head  and  face  had  made  on  him,  they  did 
not  know  him  again,  and,  accordingly,  pelted  him  with 
stones,  and  beat  him  with  sticks,  in  so  iininercifiil  a  man¬ 
lier,  that  poor  Father  .Murphy  actnaily  sought  protection 
from  his  enemies,  and  he  in  time  became  domesticated 
and  tame.  There  are  ninny  now  alive,  in  His  .Alajesty’s 
‘J’Jd  regiment,  who  can  vouch  for  the  truth  of  this  an¬ 
ecdote.
